| soldier was accepted by the State 
| Department today as satisfactory 
and the incident was considered 
closed. 

The Tokio government conveyed 
profound regrets” and promised a 
thorough investigation and appro- 
| priate punishment of the offending 
| soldier. 

Allison was slapped Jan. 26 while 
he and Charles Riggs, member of 
the faculty of Nanking (American) 
University, were investigating mis- 
treatment of a Chinese woman who 
was kidnaped from university prop- 
erty. On instructions from Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull, Joseph Grew, 
American Ambassador to Tokio, 
lodged a strenuous protest and de- 
manded satisfaction within 24 hours. 

The apology was tendered last 
night by the Vice-Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Kensuke Horinouchi. 
| Grew cabled it to Hull at once and 
added that he had been informed

“We hope that women throughout the world will | 
help us. A small sacrifice in helping is to help peace 
throughout the world.”

“Extend the campaign of aid and contributions for 
wounded soldiers and homeless refugees in your coun- 
try,” the manifesto urges. “We are especially lacking 
in medical requirements. 

“Insist that your governments give material aid to 
China, whieh is fighting back. 

“Send more volunteer-specialists, and organize com- 
mittees to investigate the situation in China.

NEGRO-WHITE COURT GAME 


Catholic College 
Follows B’klyn to 
Rout Jim Crow

One after. another! 

No sooner had the reverbra- 
tions of the first collegiate 
basketball game between Ne- 
gro and white college teams 
died away than another was 
arranged to help sock Jim 
Crow forever off the Amer- 
ican athletic map. 

St. Franeis College of 
Brooklyn, a Catholic school, 
will be hosts to Lincoln Un- 
versity of Philadelphia, & 
well known Negro university, 
on February 11th in Brook- 
lyn. 
Last Saturday history was 
made when Hampton Univer- 
sity of Virginia played Brook- 
lyn College at the latter’s 
gymnasium. That cracked the 
ice—and cracked Jim Crow at 
the same time. 

The St. Francis-Lincoln 
game will be played for the 
benefit of the Little Flower 
Institute for Homeless Col- 
ored Children. 

Instrumental in arranging 
the game were Manuel Rivero, 
ex-Columbia football star now 
coaching at Lintoln, and Fath- 
er Cullen of the St. Peter's 
Claven Church of Brooklyn. 

Father Cullen told the Daily 
Worker: 

“Yes, it’s a great thing. 
This will be the second in- 
tercollegiate game between 
Negro and white institu- 
tions and will help the note- 
worthy campaign against 
Jim Crow in Sports. 

“We her are happy to 
help.”
